woman confronted with the ques 
tion of( wearing the .cross 
as 
a 


Piece of jewelry, 


A Mend's mother had given her 


daughter a gold cross,- which on 
tne death of his "dearly loved" 
lelative had come into the posses 
sion of my 
correspondent. 
She 


valued it for its obvious worth and 
beauty, and very deeply because 
of her 
affection for her, friend. 


Also, as a sincere Christian, she 
has a deep sense <of the .meaning 
ol the Cross of Christ. So. for a 
time, she wore it oil a chain 


"For so doing," my correspond- 


ent writes, "I was adversely criti- 
cized by a Christian who habitu- 
ally found 
fault 
with those 
he 


named 'so-called Christians.' 1 told 
the Critic that if I seemed to show 
disrespect by wearing the cross 
I would wear it no more, and I 
removed it at once." 


The letter goes on to express 


some o£ her reflections, and hope* 
that 1 might help her. 


I have counselled her to resume 


wearing the cross. In general, I 
deprecate wearing the cross as 
jewelry, particularly when it is 
worn-without any deep or devout 
feeling, or response to the Cross 
01' Christ.

self, but where, as in the" case of 
my correspondent, it is a symbol 
"f the reality of 'human love, in 
rclatoin to her friend, and, of di- 
vine love in 'relation to the 'Cross 
o[ Christ, il seems to me a very 
different matter.
